These infections of the human inies- 
tines were due to a group of 
organisms, characterised by distinc- 
tive properties inter se, with the 
common feature that they produced 
a similar type of disease. They 
were closely related to the organism 
which caused typhoid and para- 
typhoid. 

The food poisoning infections 
differed from the typhoid and para- 
typhoid fevers in that they were of 
shorter duration, but the natural 
history of these several infections 
formed a composite picture, The 
same precautions were necessary to 
control and prevent their spread. 
Food or drink was the main 
vehicle for stich infections, whether 
the ultimate contamination originated 
from flies, vermin, mild cases or 
carriers. 

He concurred in the demand for 
legislation with particular reference 
to the carrier, In these days, when 
growing numbers were being fed 
from communal kitchens, he added, 
the menace of the carrier was ever 
present.

VETERINARY RESEARCH 
EXPERIMENTS - 


A series of experiments in calf- 
hood and maiden heifer vaccination 
with a new-type American vaccine 
is at present being conducted at the 
Department of Agriculture’s 
veterinary research laboratory. 
They constitute the latest step 
taken by the Department in its effort 
to eradicate contagious abortion in 
Irish cattle. So far, however, it is 
not possible to state whether the 
vaccine could be used advan- 
tageously on a large scale in this 
country. In fact, results obtained 
to date do not indicate that the 
American vaccine is more efficacious 
than the vaccine already in use here 
for the same purpose. The experi- 
ments continue. 

At the moment, limited quantities 
of the vaccine are being produced in 
the Department’s laboratories for 
fesearch purposes,
